Keen interest is felt in the attitude to 
lie assumed by the tire insurance coni 
patties. 
Losses by tiro caused by earth­ 
quakes are exempted by the terms of 
the policies, but does not include tires 
caused by tho burning of buildings thus 
burned, or by dynamiting by the author­ 
ities. These questions may have to be 
tested in the courts, though tho papers 
announce that the companies have de­ 
cided to waive technicalities and pay all 
losses in full. This, however, is hardly 
to bo expected after sentiment has cool­ 
ed and facts and figures intervene. Trio 
companies most liberal and prompt in 
settlement will be given preference in 
future business, which will be an im­ 
portant consideration with many. 
It is 
intimated that any company resisting 
payment will be excluded from the 
state. The probable outcome will be a 
compromise on a certain percentage 
with many companies. 
That percent­ 
age is the burning question just now.

Yard, Napa, Berkeley, Oakland, Ala­ 
meda. Palo Alto and San Jose, and 
many other smaller towns and country 
places 
were 
seriously 
damaged, 
including Stanford University at Palo 
Alto ami the University of California, 
at Berkeley, and many lives were lost. 
Ruth these are all eclipsed by the San 
Francisco horror and little thought of. 
Indeed many of these towns were heavy 
contributors to the San Francisco re­ 
lief fund, forgetting their own losses in 
the needs of the homeless and hungry 
here. 
The most 
reliably estimated 
San 
Francisco figures are about as follows: 
Population, ">00,000 upwards; homeless, 
300,000 upwards: property loss by tire, 
£150,000,000, upward; insurance, $175,- 
000,000. 
In property^ Toss this is great­ 
est the world has ever known, and if the 
facts were known, I believe tho loss of 
life is scarcely equaled. 
But there is 
nothing small about California, from 
her trees to her calamities, from her 
courage to her generosity. The liberal 
contributions pouring in to Sari Eraiv 
cisco today are the bread cast upon the 
waters with an open hand in other days. 
A word should be said for tho effici­ 
ency of the military and police. 
When 
wo consider that it is not the foremost 
citizen who enlists in the standing army, 
the precision and effective service of ti e 
troops scattered in detail all over the 
city, a single man iii a place, every mail 
his own commander, the fidelity to duty 
in the face of danger and many and 
varied emergencies and difficulties, wan 
amazing anil speaks volumes for tho dis­ 
cipline, though infractions occurred in 
isolated cases and unavoidably so. 
In 
all of my intercourse with tho tw u d s T 
only met two soldiers who were intoxi­ 
cated and none who were ungentleman­ 
ly. The chief abuses were among the 
special police and private patrolmen, 
unaccustomed to authority. The regu­ 
lar force was the same imperturable 
“old fidelities” of every day. To those 
combined forces was d u i the order that 
cheeked panic aud prevented the riot­ 
ing and anarchy that would have swept 
the city as did the fire. 


Three important lessons, imparted by 
this disaster,may be noted with advant­ 
age, not aion** to Ban Francisco in the 
future, but to every large city in the 
world. 
I. 
In the construction of buildings, 
i in earthquake districts or in any large 
j city, there is but one class of buildings 
: th at should be permitted, and that is 
re-in forced concrete on steel frames of 
I modern construction, thoroughly bolted. 
Brick and sr,one have proven unreliable 
and dangerous in other cities, without 
earthquakes, as well as in San Francis­ 
co; while concrete and steel have stood 
every test. 
Frame houses on solid con­ 
crete basos were hardly cracked; the 
buildings on Telegraph and Russian 
Hills, which are solid rocks, are not seri­ 
ously wrecked. The greatest damage 
from the shock was on the low, made 
grounds near the water front, and even 
there tho buildings well .supported by 
concrete were not seriously wrecked. 
II. 
In electric wiring, underground 
wires should be enforced under severe 
penalty everywhere, and the greatest 
possible protection should be provided 
where wires enter buildings, 
which 
should 
he from below’, 
passing up 
through properly construction conduits 
inside the walls. 
Insulations is not suf­ 
ficient in an emergency and cannot be 
made so. 
Protection is not required in 
the absence of disaster, but in emerg­ 
ency every possible precaution is im­ 
perative. Shoot the man who attempts 
to string a wire over your house, if you 
cannot stop him without. 


III. 
It is stated on authority that 
ninety percent of the contents of the so 
called fire-proof safes was destroyed, 
which means that practically every safe 
was burned ex ^opting those in 
tho 
large, Class A buildings, where there 
was little combustible material and the 
fires w’ere not severe and soon burned 
out. 
Nearly every vault was burned, 
excepting the large safe deposits, that 
were protected by large air spaces from 
the protracted heat, and some the larg 
est and best protected bank vaults, not 
surrounded by large bodies of burned 
material, though some of these were so 
badly heated astochar their contents and 
practically destroy their records. Near­ 
ly every private safe and vault, as well 
as the city and police vaults and safes 
were destroyed and public records, de­ 
posits and escrows in the courts and 
thousands of dollars in bail deposits and 
tvidences in criminal actions, were lost. 
A great portion of this vast destruction 
of property, which took place after the 
conflagration w as under control, was un­ 
necessary and due to almost criminal 
neglect. 
No attempt was made that I 
am aware of, to protect these safes or 
vaults anywhere, or to remove the burn 
ing debris or extinguish the tiros over

that of internal fires, melting and eject­ 
ing molten formation, called lava and 
volcanos, and generating steam from 
water finding its way to these internal

causes or laws, not subject to exhaus­ 
tion. 
Borne believe earthquakes are caused 
by the explosion of gases produced by 
subterranean petroleum and coal meas­ 
ures; but these could not account for 
the eruptions of fire and lava emitted 
by volcanos. 
Another theory is that earthquakes 
are caused by the subsidence or falling 
into subterranean cavities of suspended 
formation. 
These should result in d e ­ 
pressions of the surface at the initial 
points, which are never apparent; and 
these cavities should eventually become 
filled, when earthquakes would cease.

I was told that w’nter would 
crack them and destroy their contents 
but I know differently from personal 
experience in other fires! 
There are various theories as to tho 
cause of eathquakes, eruptions and up 
heavals,

up mountains and volcanos, 
but this 
shock seems to confound all theories 
It 
seemed at the time to be so unnatural 
and unusual as to be in spite of all law, 
—the result of accident, 
and hence 
was extremely terrifying.
